Altogether, 4200 birds have been 
banded at the college since 1938, 
over half of them being recorded 
this year, however. In 1942, 1,192 
were banded, and 528 in 1941. 

With net and flashlight in hand 
and bait in traps, Father Baechle 
has made many helpful studies of 
bird life and recorded many in- 
teresting figures on birds. This 
past year, over fifty percent of 
the total banded were of the Junco 
species (ASS’) and of the white 
throated sparrows (669). 

Of these, 295 of the Juncoes and 
416 of the white throats were re- 
peats (birds recaptured within 
three months of the first capture).
